Goneml "Roberts as his trumpeter, and 
icconipanied tho gonoral on tho march 
from I'eshaur t;o Caiidahar, a disUinco of 
three hundred miles. There were nuuier- 
uus uonlUets all along the lino of march, 
but at tho gates" of Candahat furious" bat- 
tles wore fought, which laai/od for two Jind 
half days. At the expiration of that 
time, the British not only secured a foot 
ilig, but had eoni|Uered the city. This 
was in 187!t and 1880. In ono <d' the 
conllicts in front of Caiidahar, Lieut. 
Patterson, of tho 9th Lancers, fell oil' his 
horse badly" ■\vrtitnded. fianiilton, among 
others, saw the otricor fall; but the 
ti uinpeter was the only one that went to 
his assistance. When the rescuer gfit 
near enough, ho dismounted .'iiid assisted 
tho wounded oHicer to mount. As 
soon as the ollicor was .safely seated, 
tho aniuml started at full speed for 
tho British camp.. This loft ili'.milton 
aloiio, and on foot. When the Afghans 
observed him, Bovoral-lnindreds rushed 
down niioii the trumpotor. Taking to his 
heels, ho .soon got ahead of the main body 
but the advance guard w.aa Hearing him. 
iSnddeidy wheeling around, ho biceil "nis 
opponents, sent ono to their long bome, 
seized oim of their horses, mount imI and 
rode to the woods, wheri^ he reiiiaineil 
three days on two cakes, when he joiiieil 
reinfoicements on their way to Cabal.

ThoBO ^.evo aeprptod in a "Guttrie" coat 
wliicli'ho wore; and Iiis ihstfuctious wore 
to hand over the coat to tho olhcor in 
cnuun.and. Lord Williaiii Heresford CiU'- 
ried the ilesp.ilches with Hamilton. He 
and the tniiupeter, before the walls of 
Cabul, spiked eighteen guns, and at the 
last one they wore observed by the Afghan 
sentries. Like ft ahpt a, number wore up- 
on the' two men. They islmwed fight and 
repulsed tho enemy who had several kill- 
ed ami wounded. Later, Haiuilton wont 
to Kiiglaud, and enlisted in the 1st Kuyal 
Dragoons, and after three months' service 
ho ei'.lisled in the 4th Dragoons and went 
to Egypt where he took part in the bat- 
tles of El Teb, KassaBsin end Tel-ol- 
Ivobir. At tho latter place his saddle 
slipped, and although a fine horsemiui, ho 
>vas thrown to the ground. One foot, 
however, was c.iught in the stii ru|i, and 
he was being dragged to certain death, 
when a comrade named Walson, taking in 
tho situation, shot thej animal dead. Af- 
terwards I lamilton wont to Canterbury, 
lingland, from which jil.ice he was order- 
ed to tho camel corps in Kgypt as a rough 
rider. .Subsequently he went to Wool- 
wich as riding instructor to the Jioyal Ar- 
tillery cadets. At Dublin, during the 
riots on Sackville street in which several 
policemen were killed, ho had liis hohuot 
sniashed, iri) by a, 'bifiok, " 'At Aldershot, 
Ma mil ton Was one of the trainora of horses 
for military service, and in the tent-peg- 
ging coniiietion he secured '.rst pri/,e over 
all iMiglaiid. ILaiiiilton liasl.iccn awarded 
the Afghan medal, the Caniiahar sl.ir, be- 
sides the N'ictoria Cross, won for s.'iviii'.; 
Lieut. Patterson's life. This reconl for a 
man of twenty-foiir is something wonder- 
ful, and Giuuier Hamilton is the fii-stinan 
in tho Canadian militia to wear tho cov- 
eted decoration.

TiHL&, AKTIGONISH BANK EOBBERY.' 

TheDarlug Atti'iiipt at Hobliery ami Murder of 
a Cauudiaii Joaso James -(Jourutfcons 
Currlo KollB the VUlalii's PUus. 

AwTKiomsn, N. S., March 27. — Tho 
attempted bank robbery and murder here 
yettenlay.tyr&B>oM6'ti£the most daring act« 
in the criminal annals of Canada. Stan- 
ley Steele came to Antigonish Friday af- 
tenioou, registered at the Central House 
and went at oiico to hia room. Saturday 
forouoon he went to the bank and made 
■oniu imiuiries about cashing a draft. 
Manager Harris went to dinner at noon, 
leaving Teller Ourrio and "a boy! in the 
bank. At 1:30 o'clock Steele eiitored the 
bank and said lie would like to see the 
teller in the iiri\'ate (illicit Thej' retired 
to tho room, Steele closing the door bo- 
bind him. In a moment the robber drew 
his two rerolvers from hia coat jiockot, 
one in each hand, and pointing one at Cur- 
rio^B Head and tlio qtliqr -at his .heart, Callr 
ed on llim to throw up his' hands. Our- 
rio is 2G years of age, six feet tall, and a 
atrciug, wiry fellow. He throw up hia 
hands and in doing ao »]irang on his as- 
sailant. At the .same iiiatant Steele tired 
and a biillot struck Uurrio in tlie foro- 
hoftd. A life and death stru^jglo ensued. 
In the struggle Steele aimbd a shot at Our- 
rie's heart, and sent a bullet into tho loft 
side, which travelled along tl%i rib four 
inohei>, and then came c>ut of his Ixuly and 
lodged in the wall. All this w.as done iu 
half a minute. Mc( lillivray, the boy, ran 
into an adjoining room for asaiatjince. A 
score of men rushed to the reicuo, and 
Btoole was secured. lie waa told that 
Currio was dead, and received the nowa 
with tlio utmost composiire. Ho said that 
the first sliot, which entered Currie's 
head, was lired by accident, but wlieii it 
be>.ame a matter of .life and death with 
him, he determined to kill Currie. His 
original object w;is to frighten Currie 
into silence by revolvers, and he WaS 
greatly surpristMl at his resistance. He 
thought to kill Currio, choke the boy, 
take the money, rush to the street and 
get awiiy on tho train, which would leave 
in a few nuButes. The bullet has been 
extracted from Carrie's head; and the 
tloctfirs hope for his recover}-. The 
desporaihi is about i!3 years of ai;e, a na- 
tivii of (Juysboro', Nova .'-^c(itia, and went 
*o tho St-Ltes some years ago. He was 
o<)tici3rtiefl in the l)urglary of a Maine 
bank and escaped to Nova Scotia. For 
the past year lie has been residing with a 
French faiiuly in an out of the way dis- 
trict in (luyabfuii'. There waa about 
SI4U,a()() in the b.ink that he would have 
sooured. Caahiur Currie is 2('> years of 
i»ge, and a hod of Hev. Dr. Currie, pro- 
feaaor of Oriental languagea in the I'roa- 
bytorian Thecdogical C<dlege and one of 
the best Hebrew scholars in' Canada.

Thu average age of tlicso horses was four 
;iiid threo-ipmrtor years. Probably a ooii- 
siderablo number of sound horaus, suit- 
able for transport services in a ciiiii|iai,gii, 
could be got for less than ,t'4.~) per head, 
(the ]irice now paid in England.) The 
time to buy in Lower Canada is, of course, 
the winter. There are no horse or cattle 
fairs or organized live atocka markets in 
Canada, as there are in other horse-pro- 
ducing eoimtriea and even in the I'liited 
StatOB. It would be iiinpiest iomdily 
bcnelicial to the ('aiiadiaii breeders if such 
markets could be ititrodiiceil : the whole 
horse and cattle trade of Canaila being 
virtii.-illy in the hands of Americana, who 
regulate the prices, which are ao jlow that 
t hey make il good thing of it, even .after 
paying ail iiiijioil duty of LlO per 
the declared value of each animal.
